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A FULL-TIME FRIEND 
FROM A PART-TIME PET

Recently, a lady called the office of her 
veterinarian and pleasantly inquired about 
the cost of having her cat spayed. “The 
doctor’s fee is fifteen dollars,” she was 
told. 

“What!” she bellowed, her voice sud- 
denly changing to deep indignation, “fif- 
teen dollars—for a cat!” 

One would hope that the lady’s determi- 
nation to let her pet go unaltered was not 
based merely on a snap decision made at 
the time of the phone call. Granted, she 
is her own best judge of the size of her 
pocketbook. However, spaying is one of 
the things that she should have considered 
before she accepted the responsibility of 
keeping a cat. Possibly she didn’t fully 
appreciate what she would be getting for 
her money. Cutting down on the cat popu- 
lation and avoiding kittens in cases where 
they are not wanted are two closely re- 
lated advantages of the operation. Another 
very important consideration is that spay- 
ing can make a full-time companion from 
a part-time pet. 

The altered cat is relieved of the ambi- 
tion of all unaltered female felines to per- 
sonally fill the world with cats. Altered, 
she can devote her time to being a better 
pet—a pet that is not under the nervous 
strain that accompanies and follows wild 
love affairs. She will distinguish herself 
with all the attributes of a good pet for all 
twelve months of the year. She will no 
longer be a part-time pet. 

The period of sexual desire is dramati- 
cally characterized by the female cat. So 
much so that many owners can well call 
this period the “period of annoyance.” 
New owners have often mistaken the fe- 
male’s antics during these heat periods as 
some sort of weird disease and have with 
great concern rushed their pets to the vet- 
erinarians only to be told about the birds 
and the bees. 

At the beginning of the period the fe- 
male may become very playful. Soon she’s 
crawling, tumbling and rolling around as 
though in great pain. It’s probably not 
pain, but ecstasy. Her crazy antics are ac- 
companied by appropriate sound effects of 
nerve shattering proportions. Indeed, the 
cat in heat proclaims her desires in an an- 
nouncement that could well be the world’s 
greatest advertisement. As if this is not 
enough, she may urinate more than usual 
and forget there is a place for it. These 
things are abhorrent to many owners. The 
crying and screaming can hardly be passed 
off as a lullaby by you or your neighbors. 
Spaying will eliminate these periods per- 
manently. 

Cats are as noisy or noisier in the act of 
mating as they are in their desire to mate. 
Both the male and female participants are 
exceedingly vociferous lovers. A good part 
of the noisy discord is contributed by the 


lusty toms which fight for the attention of 
the queen. While these gallant but loud 
fights are going on, chances are the female 
will mate with some meek little male at 
ringside thereby adding to the noisy fracas. 

If your cat has been spayed you cannot 
be justifiably blamed for any of these 
neighborhood cat concerts. Also, there will 
be no more toms calling on your cat peri- 
odically, perhaps bringing infection with 
them. You will be spared the parade of 
males through your flower beds. There 
will be no more spraying of “cat smell” on 
your porch by your queen’s boy friends, 
for she will no longer possess the desire or 
need to lure the tom. 

Removal of the primary sex organs, the 
ovaries, removes the urge for the lovesick 
female to roam. Free-running cats insti- 
gate or contribute to animosity between 
cat owners and their neighbors. Also, a 
cat which strays from home may pick up 
a disease, fall victim to an accident or be- 
come lost. Spaying abolishes the urge to 
mate and with it the urge to roam in 
search of romance. Any dates that were 
made before the operation will be promptly 
broken when your little flirt comes home 
from the hospital. 

Of course, this does not mean that the 
altered female will become a homebody. 
She may have other reasons to roam about 
besides romance, but she will be a lot less 
emphatic about gallivanting around. 

Suppose you do manage to keep your 
unaltered cat indoors im order to avoid 
kittens? Cats, unlike dogs, do not ovulate, 
that is, release the eggs from their ovar- 
ies, until they’ve first had the stimulation 
of mating. With release of the eggs, a 
physiological mechanism is set into gear 
which brings the period of desire to an 
end. If by the use of drastic measures 
you keep your cat from mating, she will 
probably remain in heat four or five days 
longer, thereby prolonging the agony for 
you and your neighbors. Further, the iso- 
lated cat may have recurrent heat periods 
every two or three weeks to wear out both 
the cat and the owner. 

Many object that spayed females de- 
velop into big globs of fat that haven’t the 
ambition to even look mean at a mouse. A 
good mouser before the operation will be 
a good mouser after the operation. Some 
spayed females do put on weight, but the 
extent to which this is true is directly re- 
lated to the extent to which the owners 
have failed to adjust the diet of the cat to 
the new condition. Females require less 
nourishment if they are spared the peri- 
odic activity of the heat periods and the 
strain of pregnancy and motherhood. In 
other words, they are overweight because 
they are overfed not because they were 
spayed. Along the same line of thought, 
there is some saving in food to be gained

by having the cat altered. Over a period of 
time this saving could easily equal the 
cost of the operation. ; 

Spaying will not create an emotional 
disturbance in your pet or ruin her dispo- 
sition. Any changes in her personality are 
usually for the better. A cat that otherwise 
may have become vicious will tend to re- 
main affectionate and gentle if spayed 
while young. 

Contrary to the beliefs of many, sexual 
relationships are not prerequisite to health. 
In fact, females that are run down from 
too many litters will be given a new lease 
on life by spaying. Considering the haz- 
ards that can accompany birth and the 
weak condition a pregnancy and lactation 
can entail, it is easy to see that spayed ani- 
mals may live longer. 

Sentiment is a powerful influence in 
many decisions. This is especially true 
when it comes to interfering with the nat- 
ural processes of reproduction. Impotency 
is one of mankind’s greatest fears. You 


must consider, however, that your cat is

(NBC) 
historical tribute on “Disneyland,” the 
television show, is still being talked about. 
“The Great Cat Family,” from house cat 
to lion, starred on this one, which traced 
ancient origins of the common cat 4,000 
years back, bringing out the cat’s im- 
portance in history and the world of 
literature. 

Dark days for the cat were shown in 
the Middle Ages when it was super- 
stitiously condemned and persecuted des- 
pite its human-helping habit of battling 
the plague-carrying rat.

“Tips to 
the Novice”

The digestive system of the cat is subject 
to ailments such as: Gastritis, an inflam- 
mation of the stomach; enteritis, an in- 
flammation of the intestines; gastro- 
enteritis, inflammation of both the stomach 
and intestines at the same time; 
inflammation of the colon. 
diarrhea, 


colitis, 
Vomiting and 
although not in themselves 
diseases are indications that diseases exist. 
Constipation is an impaction of the feces 
preventing their passage out of the body. 

Some of the causes for these ailments 
are: bacterial infections, virus infections, 
mechanical failure of the organs, worms, 
hairballs, poisons, indigestible or decom- 
posed foods, foreign objects and obstruc- 
tions. 

Symptoms of the beginning of trouble 
to the digestive system can be noted by: 
foul breath, bloating, belching, nausea, 
regurgitation of food, vomiting, abdominal 
pain, weakness, cramping, loss of weight, 
diarrhea, constipation, jaundice, passing of 
blood in the stool, excessive thirst, high 
temperature, vomiting of blood, and gen- 
eral all-round poor condition. 

Worms and hairballs have been pre- 
viously discussed at great length, so they 
will not be treated in this article. How- 
ever, when any troubles occur because of 
these conditions it would be well to review 
those articles and abide by their sug- 
gestions. 

In regard to 
things 


foreign objects—such 
as glass, pins, sticks, rubber, plas- 
tics, cellophane and the many other inedi- 
ble objects that can be swallowed by a 
cat—a veterinarian should be consulted 
immediately, for he has the instruments 
and equipment to remove them. It would 
be well to be sure that your cat does not 
have the opportunity to swallow any of 
them in the first place. One thing to be 
extremely careful about is cellophane. 
When any of this is swallowed it acts 
like a razor, cutting the stomach walls to 
shreds and inflicting a very painful death 
on the cat. I am sure you would not want 
to see this happen to any of your cats, so 
be careful not to let any cellophane lying 
around. 

In speaking of poisons, it is not neces- 
sary for me to remind you of the danger. 
You are well aware of what the conse- 
quences would be if you or your children 
accidentally swallowed anything harmful. 
Therefore, protect your cats by keeping 
poisons out of reach. Since there is a 
great variety of poisons, each having its 
own antidote, we shall not dwell upon 
them here but will treat them in a separate 
article of their own at some future date. 
However, if you have any suspicion that 
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your cat has come in contact with poison 
you must immediately rush it to your 
veterinarian and inform him just which 
of the poisons you believe it to be. This 
will help him in aiding the cat in an at- 
tempt to save its life. If you must have 
poisons around the home make sure you 
know the antidote for each so that it may 
be administered immediately, before taking 
the cat to the vet. This idea is not only 
worthwhile to the cat but would be of aid 
to your children as well. But, the best 
way to prevent troubles from poison is not 
to store any around the home. 

Mechanical failure of the organs can 
bring distress to your cat. Failure of the 
stomach, intestines, liver or pancreas to 
supply their digestive juices will prevent 
the digestion of food. Or it may be that 
obstructions in the ducts leading from the 
organs may prevent the passage of the 
juices. Accurate diagnosis of these trou- 
bles can be determined by your veterinar- 
ian and he will institute the proper medi- 
cation to alleviate them. 

Simple indigestion can be caused by too 
much food, improper or decomposed food 
and just plain nervousness. But in most 
cases a cat will vomit all foods which 
do not agree with it, for the cat’s stomach 
is very sensitive to foods that are not 
suitable. In order to relieve this type of 
indigestion you may resort to medications 
that you would use for your own benefit. 
However, it would be well to prevent the 
cat from eating for a period of twenty- 
four hours to give the stomach time to 
settle back to normal. One word of cau- 
tion. Although paregoric is beneficial to 
humans it is not advisable for use with 
cats. Only those persons well trained in 
its use should administer this drug for 
those who do not have a thorough knowl- 
edge of its dangers could very easily kill 
a Cat. 

When the more serious complications 
such as bacterial or virus invasions are 
involved we are faced with very difficult 
situations. All symptoms will intensify and 
the cat will be very ill. The digestive 
tract is susceptible to invasion by these 
organisms because the entire area is cov- 
ered with a mucous membrane which can 
easily become infected. We know that the 
antibiotics and sulfa drugs are very ef- 
fective against bacteria but have little or 
no effect upon viruses. But, in cases of 
virus infections they are still used as a 
preventive against secondary bacterial 
invasion invited by the weakened condi- 
tion of the cat brought about by virus. 

Almost all of the antibiotics are effec- 
tive, but their oral administration is diffi- 
cult with the cat, and it would be better to 
use the muscular injection routes. Not all 
of the sulfa drugs are found to be com- 
patible to the cat, but sulfaguanidine is 
one that has been determined to be non- 
toxic. The advantage of this drug is the 
fact that it is not very readily absorbed 
through the stomach and will remain in 
the tract where it will do a fine bit of work 
in combating the bacteria which are pres- 
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ent in the lining. This condition also holds 
true with the intestines. At first indica- 
tion of trouble within the stomach I give 
one-half of a 0.5 Gm tablet morning and 
night to adult cats and one-quarter of a 
tablet morning and night to small kittens. 
I have not found anything to be initially 
of more benefit than sulfaguanidine. For 
continued seriousness of the attack peni- 
cillin and streptomycin in combination can 
be injected intramuscularly, along with 
the oral administration of sulfaguanidine 
for several days. General care of the cat 
should be similar to other diseases in 
accordance with my previous articles in 
which this information appears. 

To counteract that dreadful virus dis- 
ease known as Infectious Feline Gastro- 
Enteritis or just Feline Enteritis, it is 
very advisable to be sure that your cats 
receive the required amount of vaccine as 
soon as they are old enough. With this 
protection your cats are almost certain 
to survive an attack; without it rapid 
deaths will occur. Nothing is more devas- 
tating than IFGE and it has been dis- 
cussed several times. For the protection 
that the vaccine brings to a cat it is well 
worth the small cost. Why not take care 
of it right away if you have not already 
done so. 

As mentioned before, diarrhea is not a 
disease but an indication that a diseased 
condition exists. It can be caused by any 
of the reasons stated in the beginning of 
this article. To cure diarrhea the causa- 
tive factor must be treated and eliminated. 
But, one good way to control diarrhea is 
by the use of kaopectate. Keep giving 
kaopectate by mouth until it runs out of 
the anus. Now I do not mean that you 
must continually pour it into the cat, just 
give teaspoonful about every two 
hours. Kaopectate has a soothing action 
upon the walls of the stomach and in- 
testines thereby calming the nerves. It is 
not harmful and you cannot injure the 
cat through its use. As an extra aid kao- 
biotic is also used—kaopectate with anti- 
biotics added. However if antibiotics or 
sulfa drugs are being administered it will 
be necessary to use only plain kaopectate. 

In attempting to clear up a constipated 
condition the cat must be studied to try to 
determine what the cause may be. In sim- 
ple constipation the causes may be lack 
of exercise, gulping of food, wrong type 
of food or just plain laziness on the part 
of the cat. For the relief of constipation I 
have been very successful with just feed- 
ing a large amount of fresh liver. This 
really opens up the passageway. As a 
medication I have found that one teaspoon 
of mineral oil and one teaspoon of milk of 
magnesia in combination works wonders. 
But, prolonged use of mineral oil is not 
recommended, for it has certain drawbacks 
which are not to the best interest of the 
cat. If the blockage occurs in the colon it 
is advisable to resort to an enema. Sim- 
ple warm water and soap will do. 

There is a more serious type of consti-

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HEY DIDDLE 
by Ruth W. Stevens 


The Hi-Fi record changer clicked off, 
but the lilting melodies of Kern’s Cat and 
the Fiddle still filled the room. I began 
thinking of the many famous creative 
people who have been closely associated 
with cats. Perhaps was there a definite 
relationship between musicians and cats? 

The first thing that came to mind was 
the misnomer catgut as applied to fiddle 
strings. For gut strings do not come 
from cats, but from the intestines of goats 
or sheep. They are twisted and dried, the 
heavier strings wound with wire to in- 
crease their strength. 

This confusion in names probably re- 
sulted from kitgut, which were strings of 
the English kit, a miniature violin. Its 
small size made it popular with dancing 
masters, who carried the tiny fiddles 
around in their pockets, then played them 
while displaying the latest dancing steps. 
As kit also means a small cat, strings 
became catgut. 

Two very ancient instruments have a 
special connection with our subject. The 
Chinese yu, or wooden tiger, is a member 
of the sonorous substances group. Granted 
that the cat is first cousin to a tiger, we 
may be allowed to stretch a point, and 
include the yu as a large cat. It is in the 
shape of a tiger resting on a rectangular 
box. On its back are twenty-seven teeth 
resembling a saw, each toothlike projec- 
tion supposedly producing a given note. 
The player strikes the tiger three times 
on the head, then rapidly passes his stick 
three times along the back. I wonder how 
Tiger Rag would sound if played on this 
contraption ? 

The kokiu is from Japan, and of the 
bowed strings family. It is a fiddle whose 
ultimate form is the result of numerous 
changes. The four strings are fastened to a 
spike projecting from the lower part of the 
body, and carried over a bridge to the peg 
box in the long slender neck. The body is 
square and has a frame of wood and a 
belly and back of cat skin. If you are 
fortunate enough to have access to the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art, be sure and 
take a look at this curious early viol. 

The Renaissance was the Golden Age 
for cats. Everyone from the nobility to 
the commonest of folk kept a cat as a pet. 
One royal lady, a talented harpist, was 
convinced her kitten had not only beauty 
and brains, but musical discrimination as 
well. If she played nicely the animal 
purred, if she performed badly she was 
favored with haughty disapproving stares. 

Charles Dudley Warner writing about 
the remarkable cat Calvin in A Study of 
Character, and speaking of his purr said, 
“There was in him a musical organ with 
stops of varied power and expression, upon 
which I have no doubt he could have per- 
formed Scarlatti’s celebrated Cat’s Fugue.” 

Allessandro Scarlatti was one of the 


brightest lights of the Italian school of

I have tried everything to break him of the habit to 
no avail. Can a nerve or tendon be severed in his front legs 
above the paws so that he can’t scratch? If so, I wouldn’t have 
to have his claws removed.

Any attempt to sever any tendons or nerves to prevent the 
scratching would also render the cat helpless as to the use of his 
feet. Declawing would be the only surgical procedure to follow.

My cat was perfectly well and happy in the 
morning. A short while later while I held him in my arms, he 
coughed a little and seemed short of breath. We rushed him to 
a veterinarian and he died before our eyes.

I believe it is possible for a cat to have a heart attack or other 
coronary diseases. The difficulty that arises when death is so 
sudden is that there are very few changes produced in the 
tissues to be of much help in diagnosing.

Anything that I may add beyond this would be merely 
conjecture and serve no useful purpose.

Can 
cold weather give him a cold and can people give a cat a cold 
if they are around them?

music in the seventeenth century. His best 
known work is this Cat’s Fugue. A fugue 
is counterpoint, that is, many voiced, and 
melody against melody. Very simply put it 
is like a round, and as long as we are 
talking about cats, that round might as 
well be Three Blind Mice. The story goes 
that one day Scarlatti’s cat ran across 
the keyboard, striking notes from which 
the composer evolved a fugue, giving sense 
to the notes by a clever harmonic treat- 
ment. Perhaps the sprightly piano tidbit, 
Kitten on the Keys, may be considered a 
descendent many times removed. 

Violin virtuoso Paganini is vaguely 
linked to cats. His dark strange looks, 
coupled with his super human genius gave 
rise to all sorts of fanciful tales. One story 
made him out as a child of Satan, and 
people near an old Florentine castle where 
Paganini stayed, declared he held conver- 
sations with cats at night. A fable that 
Brahms was cruel to cats persists, though 
I find this hard to believe as Brahms was 
extremely kind to children, and underneath 
his rough exterior was a soft heart. 

Not too much music has been composed 
with cats as the theme, but what there is 
covers a wide field. For children’s tastes 
many nursery rhymes have been set to 
music, such as I Love Little Pussy, Ding 
Dong Bell Pussy’s In the Well, The 
Mouser, Captain Kidd’s Cats, Fluff (a

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kitten) and the Firemen, the chording 
song Cats and Dogs, singing games like 
The Big Gray Cat and Pussy Cat, Pussy 
Cat, and the delightful fairy tale Puss In 
Boots. From folk tunes of south Africa 
comes Pretty Kitty, and the lively gay 
dancing song De Black Cat Say to de 
White Cat, with its alternating major and 
minor tones. In Gilbert and Sullivan’s 
“Pirates of Penzance” we find With Cat- 
like Tread, and Copland gives us the Cat 
and the Mouse and Capering Kittens. 

In classical vein we recall the cat theme 
in Prokofiev’s “Peter and the Wolf,” 
where Peter warns the bird of the cat’s 
stealthy approach. In ballet, pas de chat, 
literally means step of the cat. It is a 
distinctive term of technique, a leap either 
to right or left, with knees bent out and 
high. The dancer lands lightly with his 
feet in position as a cat would. In Tchai- 
kovsky’s ballet “The Sleeping Beauty” 
there is a character dance which depicts 
the feline movements of the booted cat and 
the white cat. It is a masterpiece of musi- 
cal suggestion with fawning advances and 
lightning quick withdrawals, while the 
orchestra strings meow realistically. 

In band parlance, cats are members of a 
swing band, and one of these cats, pianist 
Jelly Roll Morton, gives out on record 
with Tom Cat Blues. If your taste runs to 
boogie woogie, the Bear Cat Crawl is for 
you. 

Not all humans appreciate the discord- 
ance of our modern compositions, and 
even tuneful music like Chopin’s fails in 
appeal to some. But no one cares much 
for the caterwauling of a Tom out on a 
prowl. His romantic singing sounds like 
a Miserere for cats, roughly interpreted 
as “Maria! O Ma-a-ria! Comin’ on out?” 
However the steady purr of an otherwise 
immobile Tabby is pure rhythm. A recent 
Saturday Evening Post article mentions 
the off-beat record Tom Cat Serenade to 
a Willing Widow. It is the mating call of 
a lovesick Tom, so realistic my female 
feline practically tried to crawl into my 
Hi-Fi set. 

I have a friend who has a huge Tom 
cat. He is so agile that he walks daintily 
among her treasures without disturbing a 
fragile antique. He also seems to possess 
an ear for music. This extraordinary ani- 
mal claims a string of small brass bells as 
his own. He bats these back and forth by 
the hour, probably dreaming of the long 
ago when his ancestors were worshipped 
in Egyptian temple rites. This Tom can 
also sing when requested, either tenor or 
bass. That is he can if he is in the mood, 
and condescends to oblige. Musicians, 
either people or cats, are notoriously 
temperamental. But I like and admire 
both very much, and hope you do too.

It is not possible for 
the material to pass and conditions of this 
kind must be treated continuously by your 
veterinarian. Adhere to his advice if you 
wish to have the continued friendship of 
your cat in your home.

not you. You cannot make a realistic deci- 
sion by projecting your thoughts into the 
imagined thoughts of your pet. 

There are times when spaying is par- 
ticularly necessary. In cases where it is 
found that a cat cannot satisfactorily give 
birth. For example, if she has a crushed 
or poorly developed pelvis, she should be 
spared from breeding. Certain disease con- 
ditions such as cystic ovaries and inflam 
mation of the uterus are cured by spaying. 

There are, it must be acknowledged, 
also disadvantages to thwarting the pow- 
ers of your cat to reproduce. Some day 
you may regret that your cat cannot pro- 
vide you with a litter of kittens. Kittens 
can certainly be delightful if you provide 
for them. Perhaps you may want your 
children to get a conception of the mira- 
cle of birth through your cats. 

Occasionally a spayed female is unable 
to retain her urine. This possibility should 
not influence your decision too much, be- 
cause it is rare and it responds to treat- 
ment with hormones. 

Suppose that some day you want to en- 
ter your animal in a cat show. Altered 
cats are put in special classes. A spayed 
female over eight months is entered in the 
Spay Class and cannot compete with un- 
spayed cats, or compete for the usual 
championships, although some Associa- 
tions now give special spay titles. Females, 
as well as males, between the ages of four 
and eight months, whether altered or not, 
are entered in the Kitten Class. 

Cat owners usually show great concern 
for their hospitalized pets probably more 
so than do other pet owners. They can 
rest assured, however, that modern surgi- 
cal techniques and the anesthetics used to- 
day have greatly reduced the risk of the 
spaying operation. It is still a major op- 
eration—five percent of the cats do not re- 
cover. But surely this risk is no greater 
than the risks that attend a lifetime of re- 
production. The patient will be put under 
anesthesia, thereby nullifying pain and al- 
lowing the doctor to operate unharassed. 
Not over five drops of blood will be lost 
from the small incision made. Recovery 
is rapid. In some cases the animal may be 
trusted to your care the following day. 


It is possible to spay a cat any time af- 
ter birth, but most vets recommend wait- 
ing until the third or fourth month, to 
avoid any detrimental effects the anes- 
thesia may have on the very young animal. 
Cats reach reproductive maturity at about 
eight or ten months, but cases are on rec- 
ord of cats becoming pregnant as early as 
five months. If it is your intention to avoid 
the possibility of any litters, by preventing 
her first heat, it is best to have her spayed 
before her fifth month. 

After a female has had a litter, or any 
number of litters, she can still be spayed, 
of course, but more surgical care is re- 
quired. You will probably find that the 
doctor’s fee will be appropriately higher. 
The risks are also greater while she is in 
heat, pregnant or nursing. In any case, she 
should be in good physical condition. 

What of the fee itself? Is $15 more than 
most vets would ask? Fees vary consider- 
ably in different areas, generally ranging 
from ten dollars to twenty-five dollars. 
The prices for your area can be had with 
a twist of the telephone dial. With most 
vets the price varies widely according to 
the sexual stage of the animal. For exam- 
ple, one practitioner in the Philadelphia 
area charges fifteen dollars if the opera- 
tion is performed before the first heat, 
twenty dollars after the first heat, twenty- 
five dollars while she is in heat, and 
twenty-five dollars after the cat has hada 
litter. The price variations, according to 
the cat’s sexual state, give added empha- 
sis to the importance of thinking ahead. 

In summary, nothing is more wasteful 
of life than indiscriminate, haphazard mat- 
ings and nothing detracts from the time a 
female cat can devote to being a pet as 
does the time she must devote to breed- 
ing. Any one that owns a pet female cat 
should weigh all the factors involved and 
decide whether or not to have his animal 
spayed. The decision is his to make. Once 
the operation is performed it can’t be un- 
done. Perhaps in most cases the problem 
can best be resolved by asking yourself 
this question, “Do I want a pet or a 
breeder ?”

SHOW AID 

Prospective show secretaries might be in- 
terested in an efficient method of making up a 
show catalog—as entries are received. 

As entries are received, checked and found to 
be correct, type all essential information (as it 
will appear in the show catalog) on 2 by 4 inch 
slips of paper—make two carbon copies. 

Paste slips (under proper classification head- 
ings) to 8% by 11 inch paper. Leave space as 
you go and when other entries are received, 
type slips and add under proper class. 

Three master copies of the entire catalog 
listings are pasted up. One copy (after being 
numbered) goes to the printer, one master copy 
is retained by show secretary to be used in 
proofreading and the third copy can serve any 
other use needed. 

Actually, the paste-up catalog listings can go 
to press within one or two days after entries 
close—no more burning the midnight oil for a 
day or more to type up th® entire catalog list- 
ings and then another twenty-four ‘hours of 
tired-eye proofreading before the catalog goes to 
press.

“For, lo, the winter is past, the rain is 
over and gone; the flowers appear on the 
earth; the time of the singing of birds ts 
come and the voice of the turtle is heard 
in our land.” 

While most winter-bound creatures are 
reveling in the happy thoughts of spring 
and her wild promises, one small cat is 
reversing this process. Every spring Muf- 
fet gives up his freedom among the rhodo- 
dendrons and hedges of Oregon and, along 
with the Richard Neubergers, heads for 
the hurly-burly of Washington, D. C. 

This is his ninth transcontinental trip 
from Portland, and despite the prestige 
and friendship of world diplomats, there 
is the feeling that he would settle for 
something less than the shrimp and 
chicken livers from embassy tables. 

Lunch with Adlai Stevenson at the Pal- 
mer House; choice tidbits from dinner 
parties stashed into Mrs. Neuberger’s 
evening bag; praise and affection from 
men like Senator Richard Russell 
these are all Muffet’s. Muffet, born in the 
basement of a restaurant, who through a 
series of adoptions, ended up a senator’s 
friend and companion. 

Richard Neuberger was not always a 
fancier of cats.

Last November, La Donna’s Midnight 
wandered away from home just before the 
little girl was scheduled to go to Children’s 
Hospital in Boston. Mr. & Mrs. Sanetti 
hoped and prayed that the pet would re- 
turn by the time their daughter would 
come home for she missed him so. 

The Worcester Telegram published a 
story about the little gal and her missing 
pet. The Sanettis were offered scores of 
kittens and cats to replace the lost one. 
They had just decided to substitute a 
smaller, but marked-the-same, cat when 
they received a call from a Mrs. Hat- 
ton who said she had been shopping in 
Worcester last November, and when she 
drove home to Leominster, found a black 
and white cat sleeping on the back seat of 
her car. Her own three children fell in 
love with this hitchhiking guy and coinci- 
dently, had named him Midnight. He had 
been living with them but when they read 
the story of La Donna, they realized they 


would have to give him up. 

The very day Donna’s father carried her 
into the living room, Midnight was re- 
turned. Three sad hearts were made lighter 
when they saw the eyes of Donna sparkle 
as she again held Midnight in her arms. 
Three little Hattons knew that hard as it 
was to give up their friend, they had done 
the only kind thing there was to do. 

There are those events that are arranged 
by man—and then there is this item in the 
Los Angeles Times. 

The parents of Patty Padilla, age eight, 
awoke one morning to find their daughter 
missing. A search was started by the sher- 
iff’s office and the neighbors in Oxnard. A 
call was received from a Mrs. Rogers who 
reported that about 3:30 a knock on her 
door awakened her. Answering, she saw 
a cat and a small girl in a pink robe. The 
cat she knew, it was hers—the child she 
had never seen. 

Patty had been aroused in the middle of 
the night by a cat crying outside her win- 
dow. She got up, put on her robe and shoes 
and went out to find it. She had never seen 
the cat nor did she know where it lived, 
but she started walking and the cat fol- 
lowed. 

Some strange force led her to the right 
door. Patty’s only explanation the next 
morning was, “I just knew where he 
lived.” 

This seems like a likely place to men- 
tion an article in the Newark News. The 
Boston Globe reprinted an article about 
Duke Guariglia, who had rescued a soaked 
and frightened cat from a Newark sewer. 
The youngsters at the Temple Israel Re- 
ligious School in Boston were so im- 
pressed at the sad story and its happy 
ending that they wanted to express their 
thanks in letters and drawings to him. 

“Thank you for saving the kitty’s life. 
You must love God very much.” That was 
the general text of the letters. Some of the 
drawings, such as one with blue triangular 
blobs under a yellow circle entitled Moun- 
tains for Mr. Guariglia, were accompanied 
by notes of explanation from the teacher. 

They were all interested in what hap- 
pened to the cat. It is duly recorded that 
he is now in the office of the assistant 
superintendent of the Bureau of Sewers. 

As a pet with a home, he now has a 
chance of at least duplicating the record of 
Suzy : thirty seven years of good cat living 
with Louis Saras of Hazelton, Pa. 

In her long life time, she had been 
featured in the cartoon, “Strange As It 
Seems” and had been awarded the Puss ‘n 

30ots bronze plaque. And she held what 
could be another world’s record, a mater- 
nity total of 550 kittens. 

She used up eight of her legendary nine 
lives quite early in life, surviving acciden- 
tal doses of rat poison, being hit with cars, 
engaging in deadly combats with dogs, and 
suffering through the other deadly hazards 
of city living—but her ninth she made use 
of up to the fullest. Today, Suzy rests.
